Newly completed offices of 
the Reed Union School District 
at 605 Tiburon boulevard were 
left in chambles over the week­ 
end, apparently by young van­ 
dals. 
Lloyd O’Connor, administra­ 
tive assistant, estimated dam­ 
age to offices and the district’s 
two school buses at about $1,* 
000. 
O’Connor said the vandalism 
apparently occurred sometime 
between 3 p.m. Saturday and 
9:30 a.m. yesterday, when the 
havoc was found by Mrs. Grace 
Pastori, maintenance worker. 
Approximately 
50 window 
panes in the big converted barn 
were smashed. Ink, crayons, pa­ 
per and wax were strewn over 
the floors and onto the walls. 
Two bonfires apparently were 
set in the main bus storage 
area, and a pile of burned 
matches and paper was found 
in one of the storerooms in 
which textbooks were tossed in­ 
to 
a 
foot-deep, 
wall-to-wall 
heap. 
Front windows and a side 
window of one bus were smash­ 
ed. 
The other bus was wrapped 
in a long length of tape, which 
when taken off peeled off a 
portion of the paint. Fire ex­ 
tinguishers in both vehicles 
were wrecked. 
The building is a former 
barn of the Bostick dairy, and 
more recently served as ofifce 
for Southern Marin Realty Co. 
The school district moved into 
the structure early in August 
after buying the building and 
several acres around it for a 
future school site. Conversion 
of the building was not yet 
fully complete at the time of 
the destruction.

A San Quentin 
Prison in­ 
mate, 
doing 
life for a 1952 
Santa Barbara County murder, 
has disappeared from a Hum­ 
boldt County fire line and is 
listed as an escapee, the prison 
announced today. 
Robert E. Aldridge, 31, was 
one of 100 men sent from San 
Quentin to fight two major 
forest fires in southern Hum­ 
boldt County, along with 140 
other convicts from the prison’s 
Parlin Fork and High Rock for­ 
estry camps. 
He was last seen on the fire 
line at 9 o’clock last night, and 
was missing on a check of the 
fire fighters this morning, re­ 
ported Associate Warden Walt­ 
er S. Achuff. An all-points bul­ 
letin was sent out, listing him 
as an escapee. 
“Of course, there is the pos­ 
sibility he got lost, or was trap­ 
ped by the fire,” Achuff said. 
Aldridge was assigned to the 
crew fighting the South Fork 
fire, near Alder Point on the 
Eel River. 
The blaze by this 
morning had blackened more 
than 750 acres of brush and 
timber land. A second major 
fire near Honeydew in the 
southwest section of Humboldt

Four-Room House Burns In Olema; 


Two Occupants Escape Safely 


A four-room house at Olema 
burned to the ground early to­ 
day in a fire of undetermined 
origin. 
Firemen at first feared that 
one or two men might have 
been trapped in the house, but 
both turned up this morning. 
The house, one of the oldest 
structures in the Olema area 
according to County Fire Chief 


Charles Reilley, was located ac­ 
ross the road from the o ld 
Druids’ Hall. It was owned by 
Bruce Kellem, owner of th e 
Bear Valley Ranch. 


It h a d b e e n occupied by 
Grant Hinchey, a retired Navy 
man. Hinchey was in the house 
when the fire started, Reilley 
said. However, he escaped and 
talked to firemen today. 


A merchant seaman friend of 
Hinchey’s, whose n a m e is 
thought to be Eugene Nagy, 
had been staying with Hinchey, 
Reilley said. There was con­ 
cern that he might have been 
trapped in the fire, but he was 
located several hours later in 
a nearby field. 
The house was a total loss, 
w i t h damage estimated at 
about $1,200 including house 
and contents. 
Today’s blaze is the third in 
which Hinchey has been burn­ 
ed out of his residence in about 
three years, Reilley noted. A 
cabin in which he was living 
at Inverness Park burned down 
several years ago, and Hinch­ 
ey’s room at Sundberg’s Inn, 
Olema, was burned in a fire 
which started in the bedding, 
Reilley said.

Minister 


License Law 


is Debated 


SACRAMENTO (UPD—Clergy­ 
men from throughout Califor­ 
nia argued both the pros and 
cons of a proposed law which 
would require ministers to ob­ 
tain licenses before they could 
perform marriages. 
At issue before a Senate ju­ 
diciary interim committee this 
week was a bill introduced at 
the 1957 legislature which was 
designed to outlaw “marriage 
mills.” 
Paul E. Miller, superintend­ 
ent of the United Brethren 
Churches of Northern Califor­ 
nia, summed up the case in 
favor of the plan: 
“The idea is to see that the 
person who officiates (at a 
wedding) is a legitimate clergy­ 
man.” 
John M. Hoffman, chairman 
of the committee on publica­ 
tion of the Christian Science 
Church, put it this way in op­ 
posing the proposal: 
“I don’t think there’s a real 
problem here at all. This bill 
puts the state of California in 
the busines of regulating a 
religious sacrament.” 
Galen Rose, chairman of the 
Sacramento county council of 
churches, told the senators, 
“there are rackets in religion 
as elsewhere.” 
But Hoffman replied that 
marriage mills could be elimin­ 
ated “without getting into the 
regulation of religion by the 
state.” 
Two members of the com­ 
mittee, Sens. J. William Beard 
(D-El Centro) and Sen. Jesse 
Dorsey (R-Bakersfield), ques­ 
tioned the proposal on constitu­ 
tional grounds. 
Dorsey said the bill was 
“pretty close to the line” if 
it did not violate the consti­ 
tutional prohibition against in­ 
terference with freedom of re­ 
ligion.

Admission Day Is Time For 
Look Into Distant Future 


Tomorrow is Admission Day — the 
108th anniversary of California's ac­ 
ceptance into the union as a full-fledged 
state. 
It is customary on this occasion to re­ 
view our state’s illustrious history with 
pride and confidently predict greater 
achievements in the future. 
This time, let us give a thought to the 
practical side of what lies ahead. 
Our population is going to continue 
to grow. 
Up to now, we have been essentially a 
frontier. Within a few hours easy drive 
of almost any place in our state, you 
could find something passing for unin­ 
habited wilderness where one so dis­ 
posed could “get away from it all.” 
We still have a substantial amount of 
uninhabited wilderness, but it is shrink­ 
ing. Much of it is held in private own­ 
ership— the owner enjoying exclusive 
fishing, hunting and other rights while 
waiting for the value to appreciate to 
the point where he can dispose of it for 
some commercial purpose at an ade­ 
quate profit. 
Obviously, if we are to preserve any­ 
thing, we must get it into public own­ 
ership. 
We already have vast areas of pub­ 
licly owned recreation and “wild’’ areas 


in Cailfornia. 
But will they be big 
enough when our state becomes a “meg- 
opolis” 
stretching 
almost unbroken 
from San Francisco to Los Angeles? 
We doubt it. We will need more if 
we aren't to become a 21st-century-type 
slum. 
Highways? They are crowded, per­ 
haps more so now than before the multi­ 
million dollar post-war program of cor­ 
recting “critical deficiencies’’ began. 
And there are evidences that we are 
still dropping behind instead of catch­ 
ing up. 
Schools? Same as highways; conges­ 
tion and over-crowding gets worse in 
spite of our vast expansions. 
What can be done about all this? 
We must lift our eyes above the path 
right at our feet and look ahead, into 
the distance. We must be prepared to 
shoulder the burden of paying for what 
needs to be done. And we must not 
allow progress to be stalled by short­ 
sighted, self-interest groups. 
When ballot propositions, bond is­ 
sues, charter propositions, etc., are 
placed before us, we must always re­ 
member to take the long-range view, 
voting what’s best for a decade or more 
from now and what will be best even 
for our children’s children.

Red China May Be Using Quemoy 


To Oust Chiang Kai-Shek From U N 


THF. 
OFFSHORE 
islands 
around Quemoy are, it would 
seem, pieces in an elaborate 
game which is being played 
for high p o l i t i c a l stakes. 
There is no reason to think 
that 
the 
bombardment 
of 
Quemoy is part of a plan to 
invade and conquer Formosa. 
But there is good reason to 
think that the Red Chinese 
are striking in order to in­ 
jure the prestige of Chiang 
Kai-shek, who has committed 
so many of his troops in the 
off-shore islands, and at the 
same time to cause the United 
States to lose face before the 
people of Asia. 


The timing of the Red Chi­ 
nese action is, it seems to me, 
significant. The a c t i o n is 
nicely calculated to come to 
a climax just about when the 
regular session of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly m e e t s this 
month in New York. 
This, 
plus the fact that there ap­ 
pears to be no military build­ 
up on the Chinese mainland 
for any large action, indicates 
that the Red Chinese, with 
Soviet blessing, are engaged 
in a political maneuver. 
If 
this maneuver succeeded en­ 
tirely, it could unseat Chiang, 
it c o u l d oust the United 
States from Formosa, and it 
could bring Red China into 
the U N. 


WHAT IS the maneuver? 
One can only guess, since it

is the policy of the Red Chi­ 
nese, as it is the policy of our 
government, to keep every­ 
one guessing. 
My own guess, which I can­ 
not prove, is that Peiping and 
Moscow are pushing us into 
a dilemma. 
One fork is to 
stand by and to let some of 
the smaller islands fall while 
Quemay is b a t t e r e d and 
blockaded. The other fork is 
for the United States to in­ 
tervene to defend these is­ 
lands and then to be de­ 
nounced in the General As­ 
sembly, where on the Chinese 
question there is a substan­ 
tial majority against us. 
In 
the days to come, we may 
find that we have to choose 
between abstaining, w h i c h 
would be a shattering blow 
to Chiang’s prestige, and in­ 
tervening, which would be 
deplored and condemned not 
only by all the uncommitted 
nations but also by most of 
our closer allies. 
This dilemma, which may 
be the objective of the Com­ 
munists, is at.the same time 
the work of our friend, Gen. 
Chiang 
Kai-shek. 
It 
is 
he 
who has locked up such large 
forces in the island, it may 
be, against our own recent 
advice to disengage them. In 
any event, it has been Chiang 
who chose to stake his future 
in Formosa 
on 
a 
reckless 
gamble in the offshore is­ 
lands. 


What Chiang wants now 
and always is to entangle 
the United States in * full 
scale war with Red China. 
\Ve have become involved 
in a truly entangling alli­ 
ance, which is now being 
exploited against us. 


OUR PEOPLE should note 
this fact, that when there was 
trouble in the Middle East, 
we turned to the United Na­ 
tions to find the way out. But 
in the 
Chinese trouble, 
Mr. 
Dulles 
cannot turn 
to the 
United Nations. 
Indeed, he 
must avoid the United Na­ 
tions. 
For in our Chinese 
policy, we stand very much 
alone. 
Not only do we stand alone. 
In the 
g a m e 
now 
being 
played, we have lost the in­ 
itiative to Peiping. For Mao 
is free to go after the off­ 
shore islands in nibbles ra­ 
ther than in bites, doing just 
enough to make it embarrass­ 
ing for the President not to 
defend the islands, doing not 
enough to justify an interven­ 
tion which might mean war.

Future State Water Bond Issue 


Will Dwarf All Previous Totals 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Al- 
though three multi-million 
dollar bond issues on the No­ 
vember 4 ballot have not as 
yet been voted on, already 
plans are being discussed for 
a future issue, which prob­ 
ably will dwarf anything yet 
seen in this state. 
A joint sub-committee of 
the Assembly, studying the 
financing of water develop­ 
ment, has a series of meetings 
s c h e d u l e d for later this 
month, at which the question 
of financing proposed water 
works will be the major issue. 


Assemblyman C a r l e y V. 
Porter (D-Compton) is chair­ 
man of the sub-committee. 
Porter is taking his work seri­ 
ously, and trying to get to the 
bottom of the best plan for 
obtaining money for the pro­ 
posed developments.

has an interest as a Los Aft 
geles County Assemblyman, 
due to the need for watei 
south of Tehachapi. 


Already, his committee 
has concluded that any ma­ 
jor state water 
develop­ 
ment will have to be fi­ 
nanced out of the sale of 
bonds. 
A pay - as - you - go 
plan apparently is not feas­ 
ible, for the simple reason 
that money must be in the 
bank before the huge de­ 
velopment can be started. 


THE SIZE OF the bond is­ 
sue, of course, has not as yet 
been decided, and will not be 
until it is determined whether 
the Legislature, after hearing 
recommendations 
from 
the 
committee, wants to go ahead 
with the huge program. 


The ultimate cost will be 
something the people of the 
state never have dreamed of 
before. 
Consider that esti­ 
mates for construction of the 
feather River project alone 
run as high as two billion dol­ 
lars, and that the Feather 
River project is only one part 
of the California Water Plan, 
and one gets some idea of the 
money needed to carry out 
the program. 


It is not expected, however, 
that the people of the state 
will get the entire sum neces­ 
sary for financing the plan 
all in one piece. Future de­ 
velopment will require a pe­ 
riod of from 20 to 40 years, 
and as a result, children not 
yet born probably will be pay­ 
ing the bills for the develop­ 
ment of the state’s water, plus 
interest

Race Pivotal

Maine leads the rest of the 
country to the ballot box for 
the last time today in an elec­ 
tion pivoting around a vital 
race for the U. S. Senate. 


Republican 
Frederick 
G. 
Payne relied on his Washing­ 
ton experience and a sort of 
mutual assistance pact with 
President Eisenhower to fend 
off the challenge to his Senate 
seat. 


The challenger is Edmund 
S. Muskie, a poplar two-term 
governor and the best Demo­ 
cratic vote getter ever pro­ 
duced in the Pine Tree State. 


A heavy record vote 
was 
forecast with plenty of split 
ballots expected. 
Polls open­ 
ed as early as 6 a.m., and 
voting ends at 7 p. m. 


The outcome in Maine will 
help cut the campaign pattern 
for the congressional election 
in all the other states in No­ 
vember. The way Maine votes 
may supply the tipoff on the 
extent to which Democrats gen­ 
erally will raise questions about 
the rectitude and foreign pol­ 
icy of the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration. 


But never again will national 
political attention focus on a 
September election in Maine. 
This is the last one. From now 
on, Maine will vote in Novem­ 
ber when the rest of the states 
do.

Integration Slowed 
In Virginia By 
Order Of Judges

The schedule of court-order 
ed integration in Virginia was 
delayed at least temporarily, 
today by two federal judges, 
and the NAACP asked another 
U.S. court to break up a pro­ 
test strike of white pupils in 
Arkansas. 
Four different federal court 
cases in Virginia, some involv­ 
ing a showdown between state 
and federal law, were in pro­ 
gress. 
In Alexandria, Dist. Judge 
Albert V. Bryan refused to 
issue an immediate order to 
admit 14 Negro pupils to all- 
White schools. Instead, he ad­ 
vised the Negroes to enroll at 
segregated Negro schools un­ 
til their request for an order 
against the city school board 
can be tried in his court. 
“It seems to me the wi s e 
thing, the prudent thing to do 
here, is to direct these chil­ 
dren to enter the schools im­ 
mediately without prejudice,” 
the jurist said. 
At Harrisonburg, Va., U.S. 
Judge John Paul asked NAACP 
attorneys to rewrite a desegre­ 
gation injunction that, if grant­ 
ed, would order integration of 
schools there. 
Paul’s request was expected 
to delay things only briefly and 
he was expected to sign the or­ 
der later today after technical 
points are cleared up in the 
rewrite. 
A strike by White pupils 
over the continued integra­ 
tion of the Van Buren, Ark., 
high school appeared to be 
on the wane. More than half 
the strikers went back to 
class today, with only 28 
boys remaining out. 


None of the 13 Negroes who 
itarted classes at the Van Bu­ 
ren school last week were on 
hand today, however, and the 
NAACP entered the picture in 
an effort to break the strike 
entirely. 
The NAACP filed suit asking 
U.S. District Judge John Miller 
to require the 
Van 
Buren 
School Board to show cause 
why it should not enforce the 
order and “help preserve the 
constitutional rights” of Negro 
pupils. The effect of such an 
injunction would be to end the 
White strike. 
The school boards of Rich­ 
mond, Newport News and 
Alexandria also were caught 
in the tug of war between the 
federal courts and state au­ 
thority. Today was the cus­ 
tomary time for filing mo­ 
tions in all three district 
courts involved, but it ap­ 
peared that none of the cases 
would 
be decided e a r l y 
enough to affect this year’s 
segregated status.

which officers caught them in 
the act. 
Yet in one case the Court 
upheld the conviction and in 
the other it freed the prisoner. 
In one case, the informer 
introduced the accused to an 
officer who pretended to be a 
narcotics buyer. 
The officer 
wanted to buy drugs, he said, 
but if the accused did not want 
to sell them, not to bother. 
With no more inducement the 


accused came back in a few 
weeks and sold drugs to the 
officer. 
Nobody tried to pres­ 
sure or urge him to break the 
law. 
The trial court convict­ 
ed him and the Supreme Court 
held that there was no “entrap­ 
ment.” 
But in case Number 2, the 
accused and the informer met 
in a doctor’s office while try­ 
ing to “shake” the drug habit. 
The informer asked and then 
begged the accused to get him 
some drugs, appealing to his 
sympathy. 
When the accused 
reluctantly yielded and bought 
drugs for both, the informer 
told officers. 
They arrested, 
and the trial court convicted 
the accused. 
But this time the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court turned the prison­ 
er loose, saying that the sale 
was “entrapment,” and that 


law enforcement is meant to 
prevent crimes and catch crim­ 
inals: “Manifestly that func­ 
tion does not include the man­ 
ufacturing of crime.” 
Law enforcement does not 
call on the government to play 
upon the weakness of an inno­ 
cent party to beguile him into 
committing crimes.

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REGAINS LOST FRIEND 
Oppression, War, Revolution 
Sent Hungarian To Marin 


By VIRGINIA DENNIS 
A strange chain of coinci* 
dences have brought Dr. Adam 
Sebestyen from Budapest, Hun­ 
gary to the library staff of San 
Francisco T heological Semi­ 
nary in San Anselmo. 
Adam Sebestyen was born 
into a family of theologians in 
the Hungarian city when World 
War I was sweeping toward its 
climactic end. Wars have filled 
his life with upheaval and un­ 
certainty since early childhood. 
Dislocations from W o r l d 
War I were not yet over when 
the sea of Nazi unrest swept 
across Europe, upsetting the 
even pattern of schooling and 
careers for the 
Sebestyens, 
preventing the professor father 
from setting forth his teach­ 
ings as he honestly knew them. 
Then World War II was upon 
the world. Adam Sebestyen 
tucked away a newly won de­ 
gree of bachelor of law' to be­ 
come a sergeant in a Hungarian 
anti-aircraft division. While he 
was gone from Budapest, his 
mother died in an epidemic. 
There were no coffins for the 
dead and no gravediggers to 
bury them. Sebestyen’s father 
and sister placed the mother’s 
body in a blanket chest and 
trundled it on a cart across the 
city to a cemetery. There they 
dug the grave and buried their 
dead, and Adam’s father held 
the burial service. 
With the end of the war, 
Sebestyen 
entered 
Friedrich 
Wilhelm University in Bonn, 
Germany, to study theology. To 
pay his way, he worked as a 
groom on a farm, as a clerk 
in a bank. He won a scholar­ 
ship to Utrecht University in 
the Netherlands. But en route 
to enroll there, he ran afoul 
of passport troubles and land­ 
ed in jail in The Hague. 
“I could not help but see the 
funny side of this," he relates.

ARE THEY 
MY REAL 
PARENTS? 


How could this eighteen year 
old girl know for sore? Four­ 
teen years earlier, when war 
was raging in Europe, she had 
been separated from her par­ 
ents who were thrown into a 
slave-labor camp. Since then, 
the parents had tried vainly to 
trace their daughter.

“Here I was a lawyer — and 
here I was in jail.” 
Then he remembered a su­ 
preme court judge whom he 
had met some years before. 
This man, he knew, could iden­ 
tify him. But the judge could 
not be reached. He was in 
Buchenwald. 
Eventually, 
he 
returned and Sebestyen was 
released. 
Revolution ravaged Hungary. 
Sebestyen’s father died. His 
sister, now a physician, lived 
in a cellar and worked under 
the most racking conditions— 
no medicines, no anesthetics, 
no food. 
In Holland, the first link in 
the unseen chain of strange 
events began to form. Because 
his father and uncle before 
him had studied at Assembly’s 
College in Belfast, I r e l a n d , 
Adam Sebestyen also applied 
for admission there. He wrote 
to Rev. David Esler, who knew 
his father and uncle and who 
was convener of the Continen­ 
tal Mission, a committee which 
helped scholars throughout Eu­ 
rope after the war, and it was 
arranged for him to go to Bel­ 
fast in 1952. But ill health pre­ 
vented this. When he finally 
arrived in Belfast in 1954, Es­ 
ler was no longer there. He had 
left for America to teach at a 
theological seminary. 
After his year of study in 
Ireland, Sebestyen returned to 
Holland and served two years 
as an assistant pastor in the 
Dutch Reformed Church. 
There was, says Sebestyen, 
a lack of opportunity in his 
chosen field in Holland. So the 
young man, whom the Hunga­ 
rian revolution had left state­ 
less, left in 1956 and came to 
the United States as one of the 
40,000 displaced persons enter­ 
ing under the Refugee Relief 
Act. He was sent to Camp Kil­ 
mer, N.J. He worked there with 
the Presbyterian church as an 
interviewer-counselor-interpret- 
er in connection with the re­ 
settlement service for Hunga­ 
rian refugees until May of last 
year. 
Although he held various de­ 
grees from European univer­ 
sities, his lack of American 
citizenship prevented his find­ 
ing employment as a teacher. 
Learning of a job at a hotel in 
Carmel, he took his last money 
and came to California. But 
when he reached Carmel, the 


promised job had been given 
to someone else the day before. 
“I had a camera,” he said, 
“and some people took me 
sight seeing. While photograph­ 
ing, I put all my things—iden­ 
tification papers, u n i v e r s i t y 
transcripts, everything — into 
the box the camera was pack­ 
ed in. and set it on the ground. 
When I remembered it, we 
were some miles away. I hur­ 
ried back, but it was gone.” 
Now Sebestyen was in a 
strange land, unknown, with­ 
out proof of his right to be 
here. 
Two days later, the Highway 
Patrol called him. They told of 
an auto accident 200 miles 
south. In the wrecked car, they 
had found the box of papers. 
Sebestyen got them back com­ 
plete. 
Sebestyen came to San Fran­ 
cisco. He worked as a bus boy 
at Omar Khayyam’s, then as a 
waiter at the Stock Exchange 
Club. Then he met Frederick 
Smith of Kentfield, who has 
made it his business to help 
refugees. 
While 
at 
Smith’s 
home Adam asked for a tele­ 
phone book. When he was at 
Assembly’s College in Ireland,’ 
they had told him Rev. David 
Esler had come to California. 
The Marin County phone 
book yielded the name of just 
one Esler: David Esler, San 
Anselmo. It was the right man 
—now professor of homiletics 
at San Francisco Theological 
Seminary and a member of the 
seminary’s library committee. 
With the aid of Professor 
Esler and newly made friends, 
Sebestyen opened another door 
in his career. He enrolled at 
the University of California for 
graduate work in library sci­ 
ence. This meant an average of 
14 hours work a day, plus a 
job to support himself. In June 
of this year he received the 
degree of master of library 
science. In August he came 
to the San Anselmo Presbyte­ 
rian seminary to become assist­ 
ant to librarian Dr. Francis L. 
Bouquet in reference and re­ 
search responsibilities. 
The future for Dr. Adam 
Sebestyen? He wants to become 
an American citizen. 
Later, 
more study perhaps. Right now 
he is enjoying his library re­ 
search work and the quiet gar­ 
den cottage that is his first 
home in years.
